OLD LIBERAL -

Followers of the Late 
Lord Oxford Are 
Rebellious

LONDON, Jan, 14.—The old feud 
in the ranks of the Liberal party be- 
tween the followers of former Premier 
David Lloyd George and the late Lord 
Oxford and Asquith made its appear- 
ance again today with the intimation 
of a possible split. 

Lord Grey, president of the Liberal 
council which is one section of the 
party, made the threat that if at 
the time of the next clection things 
are the same as today with regard to 
Libera) leadership, the Liberal coun- 
cil would not fight under the present 
leadership but under its own organ- 
ization and with lig own funds, Lord 
Grey's statement was made in a 
speech ‘at a Liberal council meeting 
which re-elected him president. 

The feud in the Liberal party dates 
back many years but the chief pres- 
ent bone of contention is the “personal 
fund” of Lloyd George which pro- 
vided the party finances at the last 
election. 

The Liberal party won 59 seats at 
the last general elections, and at pres- 
ent holds the balance of power be- 
tween the Laborites and Conservatives.

“If on no other grounds than t& 
give the Jaw a fair trial,” the com- 
mnission said, “there are obvious apd 
uncontroverted difficulties, pointed ou 
by experience, which may, and, as w: 
think, should be met so as to mak: 
enforcement more effective.” 

These difficulties were declared by 
the Hoover commission to be: 

Division of enforcement between the 
treasury and justice departments 

Disordered condition of Federal Leg~ 
islation involved in enforcement, 

Possibilities of defeating padlock in- 
junctions by means of concealing own- 
ership of property used for manufac- 
ture and sale of illicit liquor. 

Congestion of petty prosecutions i: 
the Federal courts leading to whok 
sale disposition of accumulated casc 
tinder circumstances impairing th 
dignity of and injuring respect fo; 
those tribunals. 

“Without prejudice to any ultimat: 
conclusions,” the report said, ‘w 
think that in the interest of promoting 
observance of and respect for law, thx 
National Prohibition Law may well be 
strengthened and its effectiveness in- 
creased in these important particu- 
lars.”

there were no reliable figures to show , 
the size of the probiem, the commis- 
sion sald the reported arrests in the 
last fiscal year of upwards of 80,000 
persons from every part of continenta!

mons as a matter of form, voiced 
strenuous objection, Members objected 
to approving legislation about which 
| they knew nothing. Mr. Woodsworth 
| protested strongly against any effort 
to pass several bills en bloc, and for 
a time, insisted that the members 
sponsoring the measures furnish the 
House with explanations. A partial 
blockade developed, and a more ser- 
ous one theatened. 

The intervention of Premier Mac- 
kenzie King, during the month of 
April last, doubtiess helped in the 
temporary solution of the problem, It 
was on April 22. when debate of the 
propriety of Parliament granting 
divorces and the need of divorce 
courts in Ontario was in full swing, 
that the prime minister spoke briefly. 
| He pointed out that parliament had, 

during that very session, decided

“I could not promise that we will

pletely to parliament and avoid a re- 
currence of a situation such as we 
have at the moment.”

MINE WORKERS | 


ASK MONOPOLY 
BE DISCARDED 


“Closed Town” System 
Condemned by Orga- 
nized Labor 


Going on record as being strenu- | 
ously opposed to the present “closed | 
town” system now in existence in! 
many mining camps throughout the } 
province, the delegates to the 14th un- 
nual convention of the Alberta Feder- 
ation of Labor in session at the Labor 
Hall Tuesday morning, heartily con- 
curred in a resolution pfesented by 
A. B. C. lecal union No, 59, United 
Mine Workers of America, which seeks 
legislation to abolish this condition in 
in the province of Alberta 

The alleged practice of erecting 
dwelling places in mining villages, 
constructed out of discarded railroad 
tics plastered with straw and mud, 
which have so far escaped the atten-/ 
tion of the provincial medical health | 
officer, and matters dealing with | 
Workmen's Compensation, were other | 
highlights of the morning session, 
which was fully attended 

Much Discussion 

Many resolutions of a contentious 
nature, which the Federation seeks to 
have enacted by the nrovincial legis- 
lature, were also before the convention 
and much discussion ensued before 
the motions were finally disposed of. 

Of the 18 resolutions presented by 
the chairmen of the compensation and 
resolutions committees, only one was 
non-co’ urred in. This was proposed 
by the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks, Northern lodge, No. 
648, Edmonton, and asked that the Al- 
berta Federation of Labor request the 
provincial government to enact mini- 
mum wage legislation for men, similar 
‘a that in force in British Columbia. 

It was pointed out, however, that 
he legislation passed in British Co- 
lumbla had now been declared ultra 
vires, as it had proved to be very un- 
satisfactory. 

A. J. Morrison, Calgary, secretary 
of district 18, United Mine Workers of 
America, and Robert Livett, Edmon- 
ton, were the leaders in the discussion 
which resulted in the presentation of 
the resolution seeking abolition of the 
“closed town" system in Alberta tain- 
ing camps. 

It was contended that the rights 
granted to the employers of labor, es- 
pecially the mine owners, is such that 
he ts in a position to monopolize the 
village or town adjacent to his mine 
thereby robbing the workers of their 
right to purchase in an open market, 
through fear of discrimination, not 
forgetting also that through such wide 
powers, belng granted, the bosses are 
in a position to offset any attempt of 
the organizing of his employes. 

The resolution as drafted follows: 

“Resolved, that this convention go 
m record as being definitely opposed 
to a monopoly of surface rights being 
granted coal owners or other em- 
ployers of labor and that the incom- 
ing executive be instructed to immedi!- 
ately press the provincial government 
to provide the necessary legislation to 
the end that the interests and rights 
of all citizens be safeguarded and that 
the closed town system be abolished.” | 

D. S. B. McAllister-Thompson, of 
Rosedale, led the debate on the resolu- 
tion protesting against the erection of 
railroad tie dwellings. The resolution 
was proposed by Rosedale local unton 
No. 2817, United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica and was carried without a dis- 
senting voice 

“The situation has been brought to 
the attention of E. J. Garland, Federal 
member for Bow River, and we are 
hoping that something will be done in | 
the very near future to have a stop | 
put to it,” Mr, Thompson declared. | 

Four resolutions which seek amend- 
ments to the Workmen's Compensation 
Act and which affect every class of 
organized labor were passed by the 
convention, following recommendation 
from the workmen's compensation Act 
committee for their concurrance, Car} 
Borg, chairman of the committee, pre- 
sented the recommendations. 

Another resolution of great !mport 
to the workers, proposed by United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of Am/’rica. Edmonton union No, 1325, 
regarding the computation of compen- 
sation, rnd which was heartily con- 
curred in by the delegates, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act at present bases its com- 
pensation on the earnings of the past 
12 months, we request that the act 
be so amended so as the compensa- 
tion be based on the rate of wages re- 
ceived at time of accident.” 

The committee on compensation 
presented a substitute resolution to 
embody three other resolutions pre- 
sented for consideration which aim to 
increase the scale of compensation 
now being paid. ‘This matter was 
gone over very thoroughly and much 
discussion resulted before it was 
adopted 

“Resolved that the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labor urge the Alberta gov- 
ernment to amend the Workmen's 
Compensation Act increasing the 
amount ef compensation to 75 per 
cent, also the allowance for widows 
to $50 per month and for the first 
child 820, then $15 for each additional 
child, also the abolition of the three- 
day waiting period before the com- 
pensation starts.”

Mayor J. M. Douglas was the spon- 
sor of this plan, suggesting to council 
that such a resolution be framed and 
pointing out that at present relief 
work for married residents was cost- | 
ing the city $400 a day and still there 
were 100 married men for whom the 
city was financially unable to pro- 
vide work, 

No Legal Right 

“We thought the problem could be | 
solved when we received from the de- 
partment of the interior at Ottawa the 
contract for the razing of the pen 
buildings. Unfortunately, through the | 
selfishness of one individual occupying | 
the buildings although he has not! 
legal right to do so, this work is being 
held up,” the mayor stated. He said 
that a solicitor had been retained by | 
the Dominion government to force 
this party’s eviction immediately, | 

“How is it that there are 100 mar- | 
ried men for whom the city is not 
providing work?” asked Alderman 
Findlay. 

The mayor replied that the city's 
sewer program was costing $250,000 
and in addition the city was paying 
out $400 per day to men engaged in 
brushing. 


Record Expenditure | 
“We are spending more money on | 
relief than ever before in the city's 
history. If we take on these addi- 
tional 100 men we would have to pay 
out 3609 a day,” replied Mayor Doug- 
las. 
The inavor stated that the immigra- 


was responsible for the present most 
acute unemployment situation and he 
felt certain that a strongly worded 
resolution from the city council, ask- 
ing aid from Ottawa was sent at the 
same time as a similar resolution from 
the Alberta Federation of Labor, now 
in session, results would he forthcom- 
ing. 

“We are endeavoring to prevent 
starvation and privation. We must 
continue to give relief and we must 
afford it. We cannot allow our people 
to starve, even if it means ai. increase 
in the tax rate,” declared Mayor 
Douglas. 

Ald. Alf. Farmilo paid credit to the 
way in which the commissioners had 
met the unemployment situation. “The 
city could, like the Federal govern- 
ment, have buried its head im the sand 
and refused to admit there was unem- 
ployment but fortunately did not do 
so. The Federal government has 
shirked its proper responsibility and 1 | 
hope the people of the west will tell 
it so, in the strongest terms,” de- 
clared Ald, Farmilo, 

Ald, Collisson defended the Federal 
government, declaring that the immi- 
gration policy was only incidental to} 
the present situation, the conditions 
really being the result of a poor crop.

Whatever 
else failed mother’s love and patience 
and understanding and forgiveness has 
never failed. 


So to contrast the mother of the past 


| 
with the mother of today !s as profitless as coutrasting fine gold with Sine | 


gold, but if we must compare them I think that the modern mother is a bet- 

fer mother than the old-fashioned mother, This is not because she eXcels | 

the old-fashioned mother in devotion or self-abnegation, but simply because | 

she is more intelligent, more scientific, more efficient and with a better! 

knowledge of how to fit her children for the world than her mother had. 

This is, of course, the result of the age we live in which has pre- 

duced an improved brand of motherhood, just as It has an improved auto- 
mobile and an improved way of lighting and heating our houses. Look, 
as an illustration, at what the moderr: mothes does to give her children 
sound and healthy bodies and to secure them vigorous health. 

The old-fashioned mother adored her children and it broke her heart 
when she lost them, and she was torn with anxiety when they grew up weak | 
and sickly or deformed, but she never felt that she had any responsibility in 
the matter. She simply passed the buck up to Preridence and wept because 
the Lord laid upon her the heavy hand of affliction. 


| 


But the modern mother knows that her children’s health and lives 
are in her keeping, and that if her babies die, oftener than not it is be 
cause she didn't k their milk bottles clean and sterilized, and that if 
little Johnny ts ly and puny and May ts always sniffling with a cold, 
it is because she is not giving them the right sort of food. 


‘The old-fashioned mother never thought of doing anything for a child 
who had any sort of physical blemish. If little Johnny was knock-kneed or 
bowlegged or eross-eyed or had proturberant teeth or went about with his 
mouth open and his jaw hanging down, he was simply doomed to go through 
life a figure of fun, a target for the Jeers of the cruel and unthinking. 


But the modern mother realizes what an important part looks cut in | 
the making or the marring of the success of a man or woman, and so she | 


calls in the assistance of the surgeon and the dentist and the occulist 
and has the operations performed that remove the handicaps that Nature 
has placed on her children. ‘ 

Of course, grandmother was not to blame for letting her children grow | 
up as ugly as God made them, for surgery was not then the miracle-working 
thing it is now, but all the same it is the modern mother who sees to it that 
her children’s legs and teeth are straightened and their adenoids removed 
It is the modern mother who is turning out the healthiest, handsomest race | 
the world has ever seen 


The old-fashioned mother did little about fitting her children fer | 
life because she was ignorant of life herself. She taught them to say | 
their prayers and made them go to church and taught them as best she | 
could the moralities and then trusted to luck as to how they would turn | 
out. She never thought of a child as a problem or tried to understand 
its Individual psychology or attempted to find out what particular talents 
and aptitudes it had. 


But it is a very stupid modern mother who doesn't try with all the in- 
telligence which she possesses to solve the little enigma she has brought into 
the world and to find out how to control and stimulate it, how to develop the | 
tight habits in it, how to educate it and help it find the work in the world 
that God intended it to do 


Finally the modern mother is a better mother than the old-fashioned 
mother because she is less a mother, if you get what I mean. The oid- 
fashioned mother mothered her children to death. She smothered them 
witn her affection. Her one idea was to keep them tied to her apron 
string and deprive them of all liberty and take away from them all initi- 
ative. Her proudest boast was that she had never left her children for a 
single day since they were born and that they couldn't do a thing with- 
out mother, and that she had no interest outside of her family. | 


The modern mother knows that she cannot always hold her children by 
the hand and guide their feet, so she teaches them to stand alone and watch 
their step. She does not demand slavish obedience of them. She reasons 
with them and when possible recognizes the ce of their point of view. | 
She knows that ignorance is not innocence and e¢ makes them wise to the | 
temptations they must meet. And she fills her own life with interests out- | 

| 


ide of her children so that she wil! not be a parasite upon them, who has to/ 
suck her every joy and interest out of them 


The old-fashioned mother’s children loved and honored her. The | 
modern woman's children love and honor her and are friends with ker. | 
They pal with her and discuss with her things that the old-fashioned mo- | 
ther’s children never dreamed of mentioning to her, and that gives the 
modern mother the chance to guide and help her children that no other 
mother has ever had. 


So, judged by every standard, the modern woman is 42 success as a mo- 
ther.
